Old Business: 

Don brought up Simon (KE@LRS) was given opportunity to 
get with Treasurer after the April meeting to pay dues. He was 
given a week after the meeting to do so, and has not made any 
contact to pay the dues. According to the motion that was 
made, if the dues were not paid within a week, he was to be 
dropped from the membership, and if he wished to reapply, he 
was to have the money for the dues that night.
